The undertaker complacently vindicates 
himself by declaring that it is the habit of 
undertakers to violate the law. There is a 
report made by the coroner 
and lawful men made due inquiry into the 
circumstances of Marie Defenbach’'s death. 
W here are those six “Sood and lawful! 
men?’’ Not of them can be found. 
alleged residences are vacant lots. There 
was but one witness at this mysterious 
inquest, and he was asked but three ques- 
tions, which had no bearing upon the cause 
of death.

He, as assistant manager of the 
Mooney and Boland Detective Agency, se- 
cured the evidence against the pill coun- 
terfeiters and helped to prosec oA the case, 
Unger pleaded guilty and escaped with no 
sentence, while his confederates were pun-
